In overland lines the current | 
traverses the wires suddenly, like 
a bullet, and at its full strength, | 
so that if the current be sufficiently 
strong the instrumenss will be 
worked at once and no time lost. 
But it is quite different in subma- 
rine cables. There the current is 
slow and varyjng. It travels along 
the copper wire in the form of a 
wave or undulation, and is received 
feebly at first, then gradually ris- 
ing to its maximum strength, and 
finally dying away again as slowly 
as it rose. In the French Atlantic 
cable no current can be detected 
by the most delicate galvanoscope, 
at America for the first tenth of a 


second. after it has been put on at 


Brest; and it takes about half a 
second for the received current to 
reach its maximum value. This 
is owing to the phenomena of in- 
dnetion, very important with sub- 
marine cables, but almost entirely 
absent in land lines. In subma- 
rine ‘cables, as is well known, the 
copper wire which conveys the 
current is insulated from the sea 
water by an envelop, usually of 
gutta percha, Now the electricity 
sent into this wire induces elec- 
tricity of an opposite kind to it- 
self in the sea 


two kinds “ holds back’’ the cur- 
rent in the wire and retards its pas- 
sage to the receiving station. It 
follows that with a receiving instru- 
ment set to indicate a particular 
strength of current the rate of sig- 
naling would he very slow on long 
lines, compared with land lines; 
and that a different form of instru- 
ment is required for cable work. 
This fact stood greatly in the way 
of early cable enterprise. Sir Wil- 
liam (then Professor) Thompson 
first solved the difficulty by his in- 
vention of the “mirror galvyanom- 
eter,’ and rendered at the same 
time the Atlantic Cable Company 
a commercial success. The merit 
of this receiving instrument is that 
it indicates with extreme sensibil- 
ity, all the variations of the current 


in the cable, so that, instead of 


having to wait until each signal 


wave sent into the cable has _trav- | 


eled to the receiving end before 
sending another, a series of waves 
may be sent after eachother in 
rapid succession. ‘These waves en- 
croaching upon each other, will 
coalesce at their bases; but if the 
crests remain separate, the delicate 
decipherer at the other end will 


take cognizance of them and make | 


them known to the eyes as the dis- 
tinct signals of the message. The 


mirror galvanometer is at once | 
beautifully simple and exquisitely 


scientific. It consists of a very 
long coil of silk covered copper 
wire, and in the heart of the coil, 
within a little air chamber, a small 
round mirror, having four tiny 
magnets cemented to its back, is 
hung by a single fibre of floss silk 
no thicker than a_ spider’s line. 
The mirror is of film glass silvered, 
the magnets of hair-spring, and 
both together sometimes weigh 
only one-tenth ofa grain. A beam

Tucson, then, the county seat of 
Pima county, is at once the largest, 
wealthiest and most important town 
in Arizona. It is built on a gravelly 
mesa, on the banks of the Santa Cruz 
river, about midway between the Gila 
river and the Sonora line, and is the 
‘centre of large agricultural, mining 
}and commercial ‘interests. The popu- 
i lation is something over five thousand, 
|two-thirds Mexican and one-third 
| American, and it partakes, therefore, 
of the double character of the two 
'people. South-eastern Arizona is the 
'garden spot of the Territory for agri- 
‘culture and. stock raising. In the 
valleys of the Santa Cruz, Sonoita, 
| San Pedro and Gila rivers, «there are 
large tracts of rich bottom lands 
that will produce all the grains and 
‘fruits of the tropical and temperate 
|zones. Irrigation is pecessary and as 
| water is abundant in the rivers, fail- 
ure of crops is unknown. The pres- 
/ent is the dryest year known two the 
oldest resident, which ‘will take us 
| back over half a century, and yet the 
first crop was excellent. By first crop 
|1s meant this—there are two rainy 
‘seasons here, one in winter and-the 
‘other in summer. After the winter 
‘rains, grain, corn, ctc. is planted and 
_the crops*harvested in May and June, 


‘rains a second crop of potatoes and 
vegetables generally and corn is 
planted, and this js harvested in No- 
vember. - Well, this year the first crop 
'of southern Arizona was better than 
average, but as there has been but lit- 
tle summer rain, the second crop, in 
most places, is but slight. 

Between the river bottoms are ex- 
tensive mesas, dotted with excellent 
springs, and on these, at present, about 
40,000 head of cattle aud 30,000 sheep 
‘are kept fat the year round on natural 
grasses and without- shelter. Over 
/200,000 pounds of wool have been 


‘to San Francisco and the. eastern 
States. The cattle are sold. to the 
settlers, the army and the Apache In- 
dians on the San Carlos reservation. 
Many thousand more cattle can find 
excellent ranges in this section; but it 
‘is indispensable to first come and find 
a lecation before driving in large 
herds. 

Tucson is the Genter of a great min- 
‘ing section, Just west of the town, 
‘in the Sierra del Tucson, are large 
mines of silver, copper and lead which 
have been idle for some years because 
of lack of capital and the expense of 
transportation. These are now again 
being opened and will ere long be the 
scene of considerable industry. In 
the imniediate vicinity are three very 
large and valuable mines, viz; the Lee 
& Scott silver mine, the Yuma lead 
mine and the Young American cepper 
‘mine. South of town from ten to 
‘twenty miles distant are found the 
San Xavier and Pima mines, both 
immense ledges of low grade ore, yield- 
|ing say from 30 to 200 dollars per ton, 
‘on which work is now progressing. 
Further south still, about thirty miles, 
‘are the famous Santa Rita mountains, 
|where are located the richest placer 
‘mines yet found—the Aztec and Tyn- 
'dall and various other mining districts 
‘in all of which there are miners hard 
_at work opgning up numerous ledges. 
Going still south and_ tending a little 
'to the east are found the French, Alta 
‘and Patagonia or Mowrey mines which 
are large mines of galena bearing sil- 
‘ver in good paying quantities. The 
| Alta is the only one now being devel- 
‘oped, but the Freneh and Patagonia 
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‘have been worked for years, in fact 
they are old Mexican and Spanish 
mines that have produced large quan- 
tities of bullion. West of the Santa 
'Cruz river and near the Sonora line, 
‘is by far the liveliest portion of south- 
ern mineral activity. Here are found 
‘the Old Blanco, Ceno Colorado, Guija, 
'Arisaca and Yellow Jacket districts, 
in all of which many mines are _ yield- 
ing large quantities of rich rock. The

Forthe fire depart- 
ment of Reno the tax is $2,266 72, or 
one-fourth of one percent., from which 
we see that the value of taxable prop- 
erty within the fire limits is $906,688. 
Special tax for North Trackee School 
District amounts to $328 56; Peavine

Last. year the personal property of 
the county was valued at $1,242,723;

THE RACES. 


First Day. 

There was quite a large attendance 
at-the track Monday, a large increase 
over the first day’s attendance last 
year was noticeable, especially in the 
number of vehicles arranged along the 
quarter stretch.
